Poetic Parallel 


NE of the most interesting sub- 
jects of speculation is the line 
that body design is likely to 

take. Occasionally the motoring 
papers publish sketches bw their 
readers showing machines of extra- 
ordinary shape—ideal, perhaps, from 
an aerodynamic standpoint, but lack- 
ing in practical beauty. I cannot re- 
sist drawing a parallel between these 
weird sketches and much of the poetry 
of to-day. Let me continue the 
parallel : 

The other day I discussed this aero- 
dynamic poetry with Lynn Doyle, 
whose ‘‘Ballygullion Ballads’ I would 
credit with practical beauty. Very 
patiently he defended the aerodynamic 
poets. While little that they wrote 
would live—“* perhaps not 10 per cent. 
of it,” he said; ‘inevitably not .001 
per cent. of it,” I ventured—he con- 


.tended that it was contributing some- 


thing to the perfection of the poetry 
of the future, just as (he said) cubism, 
while not itself surviving, had given 
something to the school of art which 
followed. , 

My point is that these pear-shaped 
cars may never themselves get beyond 
the drawing board, but they may sug- 
gest things to the designers of the 
bodies that are produced in the future, 
just as something useful is said to 
have been helped by cubist art, and 
something ornamental may be helped 
by what I have flattered with the 
description of aerodynamic poetry.

LIVELY DEALINGS IN 
FAR WESTERN RAND 


Rich strike announced during the week- 
end by the Blyvooruitzicht Gold Mining 
Co. was the chief topic of conversation on 
the London Stock

British Government securi- 
ties were pointed upwards from the outset, 
and, under the influence of well-distributed 
investment inquiry on ;. fairly brisk scale, 
the principal stocks were able to register 
some appreciable improvements on balance. 
Conversion 3l2 p.c. gained 514 to 1047}, 
Old Consols and Locals both put on ia, 
and Old War Loan added 3% to 104212, 

In the Foreign section, Brazilian 20-Year 
and 40-Year issues were favoured, the 
former at 46 and the latter at 3312. 

British Rails were scarcely affected by 
the rise in Gilts, and in quiet conditions 
most issues were kept at their previous 
closing rates. Exceptionally, L.M.8. Ord. 
managed to close a shade gain. a fraction 
to 12. Conversely, Great Western Ord. 
eased 14 to 32. 

Among Industrials. ‘““Emmies’’ showed up 
well at 9/9, and quiet support was evident 
for Dunlops, Chemicals and Molasses around 
their previous closing rates. Cable Ord., 
after being dealt in up to 67 in anticipation 
of the dividend announcement, fell back 
to 6614, whilst Stores and Tobaccos re- 
mained out of favour and finished lower 
in places.

the declaration of war, and he talked at 
length of the measures which it is pur- 
suing to-day for the prevention of distress 
—such measures as rationing, price 
control, and the “ stand-still’’ Orders. in 
regard to wages and dividends. It was a 
good defence so far as it went. It showed 
that, while the Government. had some of 
the right ideas, it had not enough of them. 
either now or in the past. It was an 
excellent résumé of the Government's 
objects, but it failed to show how far the 
Government had attained them. For our- 
selves, we believe that Mr. de Valera’'s 
Government, which erred on the side of 
boldness during its first few years of 
office, has been erring on the side of 
timorousness since the war began. It has 
been trying to cope with problems as they 
arise when it ought to have been antici- 
pating them. This is no time for hand-to- 
mouth measures. It is no longer a matter 
of adding a shilling or so a week to this 
or that allowance, while the number of 
recipients of allowances is permitted to 
grow daily. Many thousands of men have 
lost their employment through no fault 
of the Government ; hundreds of thousands 
of people are worse off than they were— 
many of them, very much worse off—for 
the simple reason that a war is raging 
within a few miles of our shores, and 
that, likewise, is no fault of the Govern- 
ment. Our criticism of the Government 
is that, while recognising the changed 
conditions of to-day. and while doing its 
best to alleviate the immediate distress 
of the worst sufferers, it is manifestly 
bereft of any sort of “plan "—the word 
is not a good one, but must serve—to cope 
with the new conditions. It continues to 
employ the methods that served in peace- 
time: it has not broadened its vision to 
any appreciable extent. The whole course 
of the war abroad has shown that 
unorthodox strategies stand the best 
chance of success ; and we believe that the 


Government ought to apply the same | 


lesson to its handling of Ireland s domestic 
problems. 

Years have passed since the Government. 
and the country at large, began to worry 
about unemployment. There is vastly 
greater cause for alarm to-day ; and there 
will be even more when the war ends and 
the men who have gone to jobs in Great 
Britain return. Yet nothing is being done 
about it. Larger scales of relief do not 
meet the case: the necessity is work, and 
work is not being provided. The feeling is 
growing that Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly’s recent 
Budget ought to have announced the float- 
ing of a substantial loan—at any rate, of 
£20,000,000—-which would enable the 
Government, under intelligent advice, to 
provide work and sustenance on a scale 
proportionate to the country’s necessities. 
We say ‘under intelligent advice,” 
because it is clear that the . requisite 
intelligence does not exist within the 
Government's own ranks: witness the 
ignoble career of Mr. Hugo Flinn’s 
Unemployment Works Committee. We are 
told that it is impossible to put forty 
thousand men to work on the bogs, 
desperate as the country’s need of fuel 
may be: they would not go, they would 
ask too much in wages, they would need 
special accommodation. Let the wages be 
paid; let the accommodation be provided, 
and we are satisfied that the men 
will go. Would it not be better to 
raise a loan and spend the money so, 
rather than keep forty thousand men in 
idleness? Is Ireland so well equipped 
with roads, with drainage schemes, with 
sewerage, with forests, that there is no 
room for the employment of men on the 
provision of these things? In a small 
way, appropriate to their tiny resources, 
some dozens of parish committees are con- 
triving to harness energy in a manner that 
the Government, left to itself, never could 
have contemplated; to take an example 
from the city, the Rathmines Parish 
Council feeds some hundreds of people 
every day at a ridiculously low price— 
and, even if it does not make money, does 
not lose any. Surely the Government 
could accomplish on a large scale what 
the parish committees are accomplishing 
on their own small scale. We are opti- 
mistic enough to believe that a real spirit 
of co-operation could make this country a 
better-fed and better-provided place, even 
in time of war, than it ever was in time 
of peace; but a lead must come from the 
Government. It must be prepared to 


seale; it must be ready to encourage, by 
every means in its power, the spirit of 
self-help and co-operation, rather than to 
depress it. 


The Middle East

General Catroux has promised the Syrians 
and Lebanese that the French mandate 
will be abolished, and that Syria and the 
Lebanon will become sovereign States with 
rights defined by treaty. Naturally enough, 
this promise must appeal to the Arabs, 
who never have been happy under French 
rule, and have not yet forgotten the 
French attack on Damascus shortly after 
the last war. Whether or not they will 
attach any particular importance to 
General Catroux’s promise remains to be 
seen: but, in the case of Arab tribes, 
the devil they do not know very often is 
believed to be better than the devil they 
do know, and it is quite likely that the 
invading troops will receive a certain 
amount of help from the natives. The 
position in the Djebel Druse country 
cannot be estimated with any degree 
of accuracy at present. The Druses 
have been in a condition of more or less 
open revolt against the French for many 
Years, just as, indeed, they would be 
in a state of revolt against anybody who 
might try to govern them. Doubtless, they 
will welcome the chance to assert their 
rather aggressive individuality, and it is 
highly improbable that the invading forces 
will meet with much opposition from them. 
The attitude of the white French troops 
is uncertain. They are torn between two 
lovalties. They are loval Frenchmen, but 
they hate the Germans. The senior officers, 
no doubt, being first and foremost soldiers, 
will obey orders from their Government at 
Vichy: but some of the vounger men, for 
whom of officers such as 
Catroux, Legentilhomme and Collet have 
an almost legendary quality, may be 
tempted to follow the lead of General de 
Gaulle. Be that as it may, the British 
and de Gaullist leaders declare that their 
object is to gain control of Syria and the 
Lebanon with the minimum amount of 
bloodshed. They insist that they have no 
desire to take Frenchmen’s lives, but that 
determined to prevent the 
Germans from gaining a foothold on 
Syrian or Lebanese territory. Their excuse 
for the invasion of Srria is identical with 
that which was advanced by the Germans 
thirteen months ago for the invasion of 
Norway; but in this war excuses do not 
matter. What do matter are accomplished 
facts, and in this case the fact is that 
Syria and the Lebanon have been invaded 
by British and de Gaullist forces in 
formidable strength. It seems to be more 
than likely that they will be able to over- 
come any resistance which may be offered

The Bibber’s Lot 


By all accounts, life will soon become 
slightly more complicated for those who 
are partial to an occasional “jar,”’ not, 
strangely enough, in Ireland—where up till 
a few weeks ago everybody imagined that 
the Budget would make the price of 
alcoholic beverages prohibitive—but in 
Great Britain and America. In one issue 
of the Daily Telegraph, almost side by 
side, are two reports which undoubtedly 
will come as bad tidings to the bibulous 
members of the community. The first 
report deals with gin and whiskey, which, 
it is stated, is shortly to rise to a retail 
price of 17s. a bottle for whiskey and 
16s. 6d. a bottle for gin. The second report 
states that Lord Woolton. the British 
Minister for Food, hinted in a recent 
speech that there shortly would be another 
10 per cent. cut in the amount of cereals 
allowed for the manufacture of beer. 
Earlier in the year a voluntary reduction 
of 10 per cent. was made at Lord 
Woolton’s request, bat it was possible to 
make this former cut without reducing 
the actual amount of beer produced by 
the elimination of several of the stronger 
beers and by the reduction of the specific 
gravity of the others. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether it will be possible to make 
another cut in the same way, and the 
manufacturers fear that the amount of 
beer produced will have to suffer a 
decrease. In America matters are even 
more serious, although there is no actual 
shortage of alcoholic beverages. At a 
meeting of the Massachusetts Medical 
Society it was revealed that electricity 
recently has been used experimentally in 
order to “ shock ” certain chronic drinkers 
into freedom from the habit. The report 
goes on to say that the method is com-

Raid Damage 


The Mansion House, the official 
residence of the Lord Mayor of London, 
suffered rather severely during a recent 
raid, nearly all the windows being 
smashed, while the famous Egyptian Hall, 
the scene of so many festivities, was 
strewn with wreckage, and its magnificent, 
great staincd-glass windows at ejther end 
Were destroyed. great crystal 
chandeliers in the reception rooms also 
were destroyed ; otherwise the damage done 
was superficial, and the building was un- 
injured. Next to the Mansion House 
stood one of the most interesting churches 
in London—St. Stephen's, Walbrook—and 
for hours the Mansion House officia!s 
fought to save it, but in vain, and it 
was destroyai. The building was looked 
upon as one of Wren s finest efforts, and 
believed to have been his mode] for St. 
Paul's. Much of the beautiful Gibbons 
carving and other ornaments were saved 
by the workers. The Guildhall has been 
again damaged by explosive bombs and 
further portions rendered unusable.

Later, however, he appointed 
as Provost a Catholic clergyman, named 
Moore, who, after the Battle of the 
Boyne, went to France and became 
teacher and associate of Boileau and a 
host of the most brilliant literary 
figures of the Louis Quatorze period. 

William III. having triumphed, 
Trinity was restored to its pristine 
position, and during the eighteenth cen- 
tury several grants for building pur- 

ses were made to the college by the 
rish Parliament. The building of the 
Library Square took place in 1700, The 
Library itself, which was built in the 
oldest part of the college, started in 
1712, and was completed in 1733. By 
1750 the front of the college consisted 
of twelve low, fragile brick houses. 
With*the building of the Examination 
Hall, in 1787, the college really began 
to take shape.

stances were outlined by Mr. Sean 
Lemass, Minister for Supplies, in an 
address on ‘‘ Some resent - day 
Problems,’’ which he delivered at a 
meeting arranged by the Dublin City 
constituencies of Fianna Fail in the 
Central Hotel, Dublin, last night. 

The primary aim of their social 
policy in time of had been, he 
said, to improve the living conditions 
of those at the lower end of the scale, 
to assist out of the resources of the 
whole community those who could not 
maintain themselves in frugal suffici- 
ency out of their own resources, to 
raise the average standard of living by 
eliminating the extremes of poverty 
which might arise from unemployment, 
incapacity, old age, or other unavoid- 
able cause. In times of war their aim 
fundamentally must be the same, the 
fixing of a lowest level of means, below 
which nobody would be allowed to fall, 
by adopting the provisions of their 
various social service schemes to meet 
the situation created by difficulties of 
supply and rising prices. 


INCREASED BENEFITS 


The most important of the methods 
by which they must strive to deal with 
the position in which they now found 
themselves and serve the requirements 
of social justice, even if that position 
should further deteriorate in the future, 
were the increasing of the benefits 
rovided under social services schemes 
or necessitous families; the rationing 
of essential commodities in short 
supply to secure equitable distribution ; 
the strict control of prices of essential 
goods to eliminate avoidable increases ; 
and the restricting of any increase in 
the incomes of families (not in need of 
assistance from the social services), 
either by the gs AE Ni of higher in- 
come taxes, or otherwise by preventing 
uncontrolled increases in _ profits, 
salaries and wage rates. It was along 
those lines that the Government were 
proceeding. ne 

The increase in the provisions made 
for those assisted by public social ser- 
vices which the Government had pro- 
posed was not necessarily the final or 
only change of that character to be 
made to meet conditions created by 
the war. 


FOOD CHEQUES 


The Government had decided that 
the increased provision should, where 
possible, be given in the form of food 
cheques. It would be a much simpler 
procedure to grant the increased pro- 
vision in cash, but the position already 
had arisen in respect of some com- 
modities that cash alone might not 
secure supplies, and that situation 
might develop extensively.

BREAD AND MILK 

There had been no change in the 
price of bread for over twelve months ; 
the price of milk was the same now 
as it was twelve months ago; the price 
of butter had increased by 1d. per Ib., 
due solely to a decision of the Govern- 
ment to give the farmers who supplied 
milk to creameries an average price 
of 6d. per gallon, the previous price 
being uneconomic in view of increased 
costs of production; margarine had 
increased by ld. per lb. also. The 
raw materials for margarine manufac- 
ture were all heported, and an even 
greater increase might have been anti- 
cipated. 

The price of sugar was the same as 
it was twelve months ago; the price 
of oatmeal and lard had been de- 
creased since that time last year, the 
former by ‘jd. per stone and the 
latter ef per lb.; the price of con- 
densed milk was unchanged; the price 
of jam had risen by 4d. per lb., due to 
the higher cost of sugar, and, in the 
case of tea, a standard profit margin 
for retailers had been fixed and it was 
the same as pre-war. 


MEAT AND VEGETABLES 
Probably all the talk about higher 
food prices was occasioned by the 
prices of meat and vegetables. The 
retail prices of fresh meats were con- 
trolled by his department, and allowed 
no undue profit to traders. Those 
prices were fixed in relation to the 
prices of animals, and the prices of 
animals were not subject to control b 
his department. His department, which 
had been investigating a number of 
complaints relating to prices of vege- 
tables had not found that the prices 
complained of had been due in any of 
the cases examined to excessive profit- 
taking by the traders concerned. 

It was the intention to extend the 
system of maximum price orders to 
the widest number of commodities, in 
relation to which it was a practicable 
method of control. Because of the 
work done by the Price Control section 
of his department he could say with 


confidence that profiteering, in the] 


accepted sense of that term, did not 
exist in any widespread degree in this 
country. 


DIVIDENDS AND WAGES 

Turning to the recent Order placing 
restrictions on increases in dividends, 
salaries and wages in certain occupa- 
tions, Mr. Lemass said that the action 
that the Government had taken was 
in the interests of the workers alone, 
particularly those sections of workers 
whose employment in present circum- 
stances was becoming insecure, and to 
whom the fear of unemployment was a 
much greater reality 7 the remote 

rospect- of a rise in wages. The 
‘ stand-still’’ Order would be retained 
only for so long as it was considered 
absolutely necessary. It could, and 
would be, modified if the situation 
should require it, or if the policy which 
it represented became impossible to 
maintain.

THE NEW FELLOW 


Dr. Robert Allen Quain O'Meara, 
who is the son of the late Dr. T. J. 
O'Meara, was born in Skibbereen, Co. 
Cork, in 1903. He was educated at 
Clongowes Wood College, which he 
captained in his last school year. He 
entered Trinity College in 1921 with a 
Junior Exhibition, and in 1923 entered 
the Medical School, and became first 
Scholar in Experimenta! Science while 
still pursuing his medica] studies. In 
1925 he was elected to a Begley 
Studentship. and in the same year he 
graduated with a First Class Moderator- 
ship (First Place) and Large Gold 
Medal in Natural Science, his subjects 
being Pathology, Bacteriology and 
Chemistry. . He was appointed to a 
Research Scholarship in Bacteriology 
and took his M.Sc. Degree in 1926. In 
1927 he qualified M.B., B.Ch. and 
B.A.O., and was awarded the Haughton 
Medal and Prize for Clinical Medicine 
in Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital. He also 
won the Reuben Harvey Memorial 
Prize, awarded by the Royal College 
of Physicians for the best piece of 
original work submitted by a student 
or recent graduate. He became a 
Licentiate and Member of the Royal 
College of Physicians of Ireland in 
1928, and next year obtained the 
Diploma in Public Health with Honours 
and First Place. In 1931 the Degree 
of M.D. stip. cond. was conferred 
upon him, and in the same year he 
was elected to the Fellowship of the 
Royal College of Physicians in Ireland. 
In 1935 he was awarded the Degree 
of Sc.D. for his published scientific 
work, and also obtained the Madden 
Prize at the Fellowship. Examination 
in Trinity College, his subjects being 
Physiology, Biochemistry and _ Bio- 
physics. 

t is more especially in connection 
with his recent work on diphtheria, 
carried out with a grant from the 
Medical Research Council of Ireland in 
Trinity College, Dublin, that Dr. 
O’Meara has been awarded the Fellow- 
ship of Trinity College without ex- 
—. on the grounds of distin- 
guished merit. This work has enabled 
a new concept of the nature of the 
toxmmia of diphtheria to be weg a mo 
Six months after his return to Ireland 
he began to investigate the nature of 
the hypertoxic form of diphtheria 
which so frequently occurs in Dublin. 
Its existence had previously been noted | 
in Berlin, Leeds, Bucharest and many 
other places, and it was known to 
respond very poorly to ordinary com- 
mercial antitoxin, even when the latter 
was administered in enormous doses. 
By the autumn of 1939 Dr. O’Meara 
had been able to show that the poison 
or toxin of the diphtheria bacillus was 
composed of two parts, and was not a 
single entity, as had previously been 
held. In the development of antitoxin 
for treatment the power of the anti- 
toxin to neutralise the more important 
of the two constituents of the toxin 
had been neglected, hence its inability 
to succeed in the treatment of severe 
cases of diphtheria. In order to enable 
clinical trials to be carried out in 
Dublin, Dr. O'Meara entered into an 
agreement. with the Medical Research 
Council of Ireland and a firm engaged 
in the manufacture of antitoxin, where- 
by the latter would have the benefit 
of one year’s knowledge of the work 
prior to its publication in return for a 
supply of antitoxin for clinical trial. 
A small quantity of antitoxin prepared 
according to Dr. O’Meara’s prescrip- 
tion became available for clinical trial 
by Dr. McSweeney in Cork Street 
Fever Hospital, and met with complete 
success, a success which Dr. O’Meara 
had predicted to the Medical Research 
Council of Ireland before the serum was 
used.

DR. SAMUEL 
WINTER 


A PROVOST OF T.C.D. 

Samuel Winter, D.D. (1603-1666), 
Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, was 
the subject of an address given by the 
Ven. Archdeacon Seymour, Litt.D., at 
the -usual Commemoration Service 
which was held yesterday in the College 
Chapel. 

Born in Warwickshire, Dr. Winter 
was ,a Scholar at Cambridge Univer- 
sity, said Archdeacon Seymour, and he 
is destribed by biographers as having 
“attained to a great measure of know- 
ledge both in the Tongues and the 
Arts, and also in Divinity.”” He became 
Vicar of Boston, leaving this in 1633 
for New England in search of greater 
religious liberty. 

e came to Ireland in 1651 as one 
of four Commissioners sent by the 
British Government, and Archdeacon 
Seymour divided his work in Ireland 
into two sections—his work in connec- 
tion with the College and his efforts 
to promote religion. Karly in this year 
Winters was actually styled Provost, 
although his formal appointment did 
not come until the following year, 
when Oliver Cromwell made him 
‘Provost and Master for and durin 
his natural life, or for or during suc 
time as he shall well and faithfully 
behave in the said place and trust.” 

He is said to have helped poor 
scholars, and given large sums of money 
out of his own pocket towards the 
furnishing of the iibrary with books. 
He devoted much attention to the 
financial question, continued Arch- 
deacon Seymour, and did much to in- 
crease the rents and revenues. 

Dr. Winter did a great deal of 
travelling on behalf of the College, and 
on these tours he performed many 
baptisms and marriages. 

rchdeacon Seymour described Dr. 

Winter as a bitter opponent of 
Anabaptism, and in 1656 he published 
a book maintaining the doctrine of 
infant baptism, a copy of this being 
in the College library. In 1652 Dr. 
Winter and six other Dublin ministers 
were ordered to consider the best 
course to be adopted for the effectual 
preaching of the Gospel in Ireland, 
and ministers had to be passed as suit- 
able by a body of .ministers and 
laymen, of which Winters seemed to 
have been the unofficial chairman. 
Later on this body was known as 
the Committee for Approbation of 
Ministers. 
In 1658 Oliver Cromwell died, and in 
1659 Winter was ordered to return to 
England to await the pleasure of the 
English Parliament. It is not known 
whether he went or not, but in 1660 
he was ordered by the General Con- 
vention to deliver np the original 
charter. This was obviously an 
attempt to get rid of him, and his 
last act in connection with the institu- 
tion was to remit some Commence- 
ment fees, and with that he dis- 
appeared as Provost, presumably 
because he would not take the Provost 
oath. He returnd to England to 
reside near Coventry, where he died.

A number of the 
men had refused to accept this pro- 
posal, and consequently unemploy- 
ment assistance was suspended. 
Mr. M. J. Corry, T.D., criticising 
the Cork City Manager and Mr. Hugo 
Flinn, Parliamentary Secretary, said 
that in Cove the people obtained 
tents, and within three days had men 
cutting turf. Surely the City Manager 
and Corporation could have done some- 
thing similar. Mr. tg op 
granting home assistance, but 
withdrew his opposition, and it was 
to allow home assistance in 
necessitous cases. He intimated that 
at the next meeting he would oppose 
any further assistance to these men.

DUBLIN FREE MILK 
SCHEME 


GRANT OF £30,000 


INADEQUATE 


The annual report of the Infant Aid 
Society, submitted at the general 
meeting last night in Castle street, 
Dublin, stated that owing to the rise 
in the price of milk and the increase 
in unemployment, with its consequent 
increase in applicants for free milk, 
the Society found the annual nt cf 
£30,000 inadequate, and also hard to 
meet the demands made upon its re- 
sources. During the past twelve 
months 2,172,384 pints were dis- 
tributed for the benefit of children 
under five years of age. This milx 
was produced from tuberculin-tested 
herds, which are subjected to inspec- 
tion by the veterinary inspectors of 
the Department of Local Government 
and Public Health. 

Over 4,600 families were visited each 
month by members of the Society, and 
during the year 1,435 garments were 
distributed to the mothers of newly- 
born infants. 

Proposing the re-election of the 
Committee, Alderman A. Byrne, T-D., 
said that the only way to get the 
grant under the National Free Milk 
Scheme increased was for every mem- 
ber of that Society to write to their 
public representatives telling them that 
the Society was short of milk, and 
asking him what he was going to do 
about it. 

Councillor Mrs. Cosgrave said that 
one of the most remarkable features 
of the Society was the work of vélun- 


tary helpers. 
The Chairman, Dr. Reginald J. 
White, id a tribute to the dairy- 


men, w had continued to supply 
them with milk in spite of the tas 
and-mouth disease.
